MAGAZINE NOTES 


Cassier’s Magazine, after a certain period of sus- 
pended animation, is dead. 

Vol. 42 was complete in 5 issues (July to Nov., 
1912). Nothing appeared from Dec., 1912, to May, 
1913, inclusive. June, 1913, was called vol. 43, 
no. 6 being the only issue of that volume. Then the 
name was slightly changed to Cassier’s Engineering 
Monthly, and the price reduced to 15c. Vol. 44 con- 
sists of July, 1913, (44, no. 1) and Sept., 1913, (vol. 
44, nos. 2-3). Thus another well-known periodical 
has sickened and died. We suggest binding vols. 42, 
43, 44, as one book. 

The Journal of the Boston Society of Civil Engineers 
has made its appearance, a substantial octavo of 
which vol. 1 no. 1 is January, 1914. It has a great 
many folding diagrams. 

The Unpopular Review comes from the press of 
Henry Holt, N. Y., and bids fair to find a place, if 
no. 1, Jan., 1914, is an earnest of what it is to be. 

We call attention to The Political Quarterly, of 
which no. 1 Feb., 1914, comes from the Oxford 
University Press, London. A welcome new-comer in 
a field of increasing interest. Its stiff covers make 
temporary binders unnecessary. 

The Mid-West Quarterly, “‘owned and _ controlled 
by the University of Nebraska,’’ and published by 
G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York, has appeared. 
Vol. 1 no. 1 is dated October, 1913, and is edited by 
P. H. Frye. It aims to open a field for the intel- 
lectual essay of a critical character. 

NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 

KAISER, J. B. Law, Legislative and Municipal 
Reference Libraries.

COMMERCIAL LAWS OF THE WORLD 


Another of the South American volumes of this 
important work is at hand, covering Chile and Para- 
guay. It is a book of about 500 pages. The laws 
of Chile are printed in the Spanish original form on 
one page, with the English translation on the page 
opposite. The Commercial Code covers Merchants 
and Commercial Agents; Mercantile Contracts; Mari- 
time Commerce; and Bankruptcy. The laws having 
to do with the Commercial Code are also given. 

For Paraguay, inasmuch as the Argentine Code of 
Commerce has been adopted as the law of the coun- 
try, the system of legal procedure only is here given. 
The volume, forming vol. 6 of the set, has a good 
index. 





BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES OF LIBRARIANS AND BIBLIOGRAPHERS

WILLIAM FREDERICK POOLE, 1821-1894 


Born in Salem, Massachusetts, December 
24, 1821, Dr. Poole was descended from a 
family whose American progenitor, John 
Poole, was the leading proprietor of Reading, 





Mass., in 1635. Under the necessity of 
making his own way in the world, his early 
education was delayed, and his course at 
Yale College was interrupted by three years 
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of teaching, so that he graduated with the 
class of 1849, at the age of twenty-seven. 
His career as a librarian and as a compiler of 
periodical indexes began in college, where 
he was librarian of a leading literary society 
and published, while yet in his junior year, 
the first edition of his Index, an octavo of 154 
pages, which was at once recognized as one 
of the most useful literary tools. Becoming 
librarian of the Boston Mercantile Library 
in 1851, he proved markedly efficient, put- 
ting the library into excellent condition, and 
bringing out a printed catalogue on a plan 
of his own, which became a model largely 
followed by other libraries. At the same 
time he was busy with a second edition of his 
Index, which was published in 1853, and 
covered three times as much ground as the 
first edition. He was librarian of the Boston 
Athenzum from 1856 to 1868, then after a 
year spent as organizer of several important 
new libraries, among them the Cincinnati 
Public Library, became the librarian of the 
latter in 1869, leaving it in 1873 to take 
charge of the nascent Public Library of 
Chicago. He devoted fourteen years to this 
institution and brought it into a state of the 
highest efficiency. At the end of this time 
he was called upon to organize and direct 
the work of the Newberry Library of Refer- 
ence, established in Chicago by a bequest 
of nearly $3,000,000. This congenial task 
occupied the closing years of his life. 

In 1876 Dr. Poole became one of the foun- 
ders of the American Library Association, 
of which he was the second president, holding 
the office for two years. To the Conference 
at Philadelphia in 1876, at which the Asso- 
ciation was organized, he presented a plan 
for the preparation by co-operative effort 
of a new edition of his Index. The plan was 
heartily entered into by about fifty col- 
laborators, and the work appeared in 1882 
in a royal octavo of 1442 pages. Dr. Poole 
himself did a large share of the work on this 
volume and on the first 5-year supplement, 
issued in 1887. 

Dr. Poole was truly a pioneer in librarian-} 
ship. His work was largely done at a time! 
when there were no accepted standards or! 
methods in the profession, and he was} 
recognized as a leader in the development; 
of library work, whom many were ready to 
follow. His advice and assistance were 
constantly sought by less experienced and 
self-reliant librarians and by those in charge 
of new library enterprises, and were freely 


given. While a leader in the newer librarian- 
ship, which lays stress on the utilization of 
books, he was an “old-fashioned librarian” 
in the sense that he had an intense love for 
books as literature and for bibliography. 
In this way librarianship was to him a fine 
art, and he had little interest in tendencies 
to make of it a technical pursuit. His spirit 
was infectious and those who grew up in the 
libraries under his charge were marked by 
a certain large and generous view of the 
calling, and had the feeling for him indicated 
by the soubriquet ‘‘the good Doctor” which 
was applied to him in his later years. 

Dr. Poole’s tastes were scholarly, and 
being blest with an iron constitution and 
constant good health, he was wont to bury 
himself in his study for a long evening almost 
daily, whence resulted not only his Index, 
but a very large number of contributions 
to the periodical press and of separate papers. 
These were mainly of a critical character 
and in the field of American history, in which 
he came to be recognized as an authority. 
He received the degree of LL.D. from 
Northwestern University in 1882, and in 
1893 delivered the Phi Beta Kappa address 
at that institution, on the subject “The 
University Library and the University 
Curriculum.” In 1887, in recognition of 
his high standing as a writer on American 
history, he was elected president of the 
American Historical Association, his presi- 
dential address the following year being 
on ‘“‘The Early Northwest.” 

It is an interesting circumstance that 
Dr. Justin Winsor and Dr. Poole, leaders 
in librarianship, and successive presidents 
of the American Library Association, were 
also of such eminence as scholars in American 
history that they were successively chosen 
as president of the American Historical 
Association. 

In 1893 Dr. Poole was chairman of the 
committee on Literary Congresses in con- 
nection with the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position. His friends felt that his unstinted 
devotion to the work of this office, added 
to his other labors, hastened his end, which 
came a few months later, March 1, 1894. 

Personally Dr. Poole was one of the most 
genial and attractive of men. ‘To know 
him was to love.” He was blest with a 
happy homelife and shone in the domestic 
circle no less than in the larger world. 
His life was rounded out by a firm and 
intelligent religious faith.

THE HAVERHILL MOUNTED PICTURE COLLECTION 
By John G. Moulton 


The mounted picture collection at the 
Haverhill (Mass.) Public Library was 
begun about 1900 when the periodical 
called “‘Masters in art” presented half-tone 
reproductions of the paintings of the great 
masters in inexpensive, but worthy form. 
Several copies of each number of ‘Masters 
in art’’ were bought, one to be cut up and 
mounted, the others to be bound in a cheap 
binder and treated as a book. 

The pictures were for home and school 
circulation and the collection had to be 
made as cheaply as possible. Regular 
photograph mounts cost too much, and 
it was found that the mounting card could 
be bought in the quality called “seconds”, 
if bought by thesheet in quantity. Thecost 
of “seconds” by the sheet, 22 by 28 inches 
in size, is about $3.25 per hundred. Each 
sheet is cut by the dealer into four equal 
parts, making mounts 11 by 14 inches. 
This has proved the most satisfactory size. 
Larger mounts are used occasionally. The 
cutting costs about 40 cents per hundred 
sheets. The cost of each mount is, there- 
fore, about + of one cent. The mounts 
are bought of Carter Rice & Co., 246 Devon- 
shire Street, Boston. 

About twice a year the librarian looks 
over the stock of ‘seconds’ and buys what 
is desired. The weight of the stock that 
has proved most satisfactory is 10 ply. 
The best color for most photographs and all 
black and white half-tones and woodcuts 
is steel or ash gray, and for carbon photo- 
graphs and colored prints the best color 
is buff or brown. Labeling is done in 
black ink. White ink is not permanent 
and typewriting does not look well. Printed 
descriptions are used, if possible. 

The mounting is done by the library 
assistants at one of the branches at odd times. 


All kinds of paste have been tried. Some 
cost too much and some were too trouble- 
some to make. We found that ordinary 
flour paste was as good as any. Now we 
use a prepared dry powder used for paste 
in the shoe factories. It costs 50 cents by 
the bag of five pounds. It is called ‘Tip 
top paste powder’ and is made by the 
Arabol Manufacturing Co., 100 William 
Street, New York. It is simply mixed with 
cold water, as it is needed. Cooking im- 
proves it. The paste is used as dry as 
possible. The pictures when mounted are 
placed under weights, and allowed to dry for 
severaldays. They then generally remain flat. 

All pictures in the collection are mounted 
well and permanently. Temporary mounting 
on heavy paper or cheap, brittle board was 
not successful and is no longer done, and 
is not recommended. Pictures mounted 
this way can not be stored well or circulated. 
Our pictures are circulated in bundles 
wrapped in a piece of dark green duck about 
a yard square. 

As the collection is intended for popular 
and constant use both with the study clubs 
and schools and for exhibition purposes at 
the library, popular subjects are chosen, such 
as the well-known subjects in painting and 
sculpture, portraits, pictures of places, ani- 
mals, birds, flowers, trees, articles of com- 
merce and science, and illustrations of trades 
and occupations. Many pictures are cut 
from duplicate magazines and discarded 
books, as the Walter Crane picture books. 
The white margins are cut off with a photo- 
graph cutter, and when mounted the pic- 
tures make a good appearance. Many 
colored post cards of places are used, and two 
usually are put on one mount. 

As a foundation for the collection, in- 
expensive pictures such as the Perry, Brown, 
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Cosmos, Harper Black and White, Elson 
prints, Mumford’s colored bird and nature 
pictures, Wilde Bible pictures, and those of 
the Bureau of University Travel were 
mounted. Photographs are used when they 
can be bought cheaply, and many colored 
photographs of the Detroit Publishing 
Company are used. Expensive photographs 
are not used in this collection, as it is more 
desirable to have a large collection covering 
a great variety of subjects for popular home 
and school use, than a small, expensive 
collection of high-priced photographs of 
use chiefly to art students. The library has 
in addition, however, many expensive photo- 
graphs and engravings which are used and 
stored, etc., in an entirely different way. 

In addition to those just mentioned the 
following books and collections were cut up 
and mounted. ‘“‘Das Museum,” a German 
work of half-tones devoted chiefly to paint- 
ing and sculpture, and ‘Souvenir albums, 
edition illustrato’’ published by Wehrli, 
a series of half-tone portfolios covering 
places in Europe and the contents of the 
great museums, supplied a great number of 
pictures of well-known subjects. These 
can be bought through G. E. Stechert & Co., 
New York. Stoddard’s “Glimpses of the 
world” and similar portfolios of views were 
good because they had text with the pictures. 
Other books which were cut up were Blan- 
chan’s “Bird neighbors,” “Birds that hunt 
and are hunted,” and ‘“Nature’s garden,” 
Chapman’s ‘Bird life,” Dugmore’s “Bird 
homes,” and Hervey’s ‘‘Wayside flowers,” 
“Flowers of the field,” and “Beautiful wild 
flowers of America.” 

Portfolios of local views are always 
bought by the librarian when on vacations. 
The ‘‘National geographic magazine”’ has fine 
half-tones, and several copies are bought 
for mounting purposes. 

The picture collection has grown so 
rapidly and occupies so much space that the 
storage question is a difficult one. Elabo- 
rate and expensive cases were used at first, 
but it was soon found impracticable to add 
to these. Now the pictures are stored like 
books, standing upright on their edges, 
on wooden shelves 141% inches wide. Each 
shelf is divided into pigeon-holes 12 inches 
high and 41% inches wide by thin upright 
partitions and the pictures are crowded 
rather closely into these pigeon-holes. This 
helps to keep them flat and to keep out the 
dust. This arrangement would not be good 
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for expensive or large photographs, but it 
serves our purpose well, as storage space 
and expense must be kept small. For a 
popular collection which has a large use this 
arrangement is good enough. The pictures 
do not get as dusty as one might think they 
would, and no more so than books. 

The arrangement is planned for rapid 
handling and ease in finding the pictures, 
and for simplicity in cataloguing. Pictures 
of paintings are arranged alphabetically by 
artists. This includes portraits, if the artist 
is known. A classified arrangement of 
artists by schools, etc., is unnecessary and 
unwise for a popular collection. For por- 
traits, when the artist is known, and paint- 
ings with an historical or well-defined subject 
a simple subject catalogue card is made. 
Portraits, when the artist is not known, are 
arranged alphabetically by the person, and 
with the portraits are the statues and homes 
of the person, and scenes from his books, 
if any; in fact a biographical arrangement. 

Sculpture is divided into Greek, Grzco- 
Roman and modern and then arranged 
alphabetically by sculptors. 

All other subjects are classified by the 
Decimal classification, just as our books are. 
No catalogue for these is necessary, as the 
pictures form a _ catalogue themselves. 
Christmas and Thanksgiving pictures are 
numbered 394, birds are 598.2, divided by “‘res- 
ident,” ‘‘migratory,” ‘“non-New England,” 
“winter,” “‘summer,’’ ‘nests and eggs;’’ flow- 
ers are 580, divided by season. The history 
number is used for pictures of places and 
historical subjects. Under England and 
France the cathedrals and castles are arranged 
alphabetically. The pictures are numbered 
in black ink on the back, in one corner and 
the pigeon-holes are minutely labeled. 

Our collection and its arrangement is the 
result of experience and natural, rapid 
growth, and it has proved to be practical, 
useful, and popular, one of our most appre- 
ciated departments, and most useful in 
advertising the library. It requires, however, 
much care, and is on the whole expensive, 
as picture collections to be really efficient 
and not a continual disappointment must 
be large and constantly growing. I would 
suggest that the small library with limited 
means should not attempt to do much with 
mounted pictures unless the librarian is a 
born collector and loves pictures, and is 
glad to put into the making of the collection 
much unpaid-for time and labor. 












Use of Book ‘‘Jackets.”’ 

At Brockton, (Mass.) Public Library, the paper 
covers of new books are put together in bunches of 
20 or more, the top left corners punched, and the 
bunches hung to nails on the Bulletin Board by 
strings, so anybody may look them over.

“The cards are sent out as soon as we receive the 
first number of a periodical, if it has already com- 
pleted at least one volume; if not, as soon as the 
first volume is complete, if it still lacks the title-page 
and index. When returned, the cards are filed 
alphabetically in a drawer of their own, where they 
are easily consulted. We have found that the 
prompt use of these cards often prevents our having 
to hold up a volume which is ready for binding. It 
is probably needless to add that the cards are sent 
out with both sections stamped, and are thus of use 
only in the case of periodicals published in this 
country. We attribute much of the success of these 
cards to the fact that no writing is necessary on the 
part of the person addressed.”

Lantern Slide Sorting and Filing. 


I have for the last ten or more years used this 
method of keeping my collection of lantern slides in 
order by classes, and at the same time right side up, 
and facing the same way. 

I paint a stripe with water colors on the edge of the 
black paper binding of the slides, using different 
colors and different distances from the centre of the 
slide to designate different countries or classes. 
For example a red mark one inch from the centre 
would indicate a British scene. Two red marks 
Switzerland. A yellow mark means Colorado view, 
two yellow marks California. A wide white mark 
14 inches from center may mean a view of a library 
and used with the other marks will show where the 
library is. 

One can easily devise a classification scheme that 
will be a great help in keeping slides in order, and 
quickly finding those wanted. If no line is put exactly 
in the centre of the edge, any slide faced wrong will 
be at once caught when with the others as there will 
be a break in the line of color. If a slide is upside 
down, no color mark at all will show. I detest having 
slides come on the screen upside down or wrong side 
out as so often happens with a poor operator. My 
color-band scheme will insure all slides being right 
to use. 

When slides are to be sorted away again, the bands 
make a joy of a tedious eye-strain task.

Moving Pictures: Stereopticons. 


Mr. Charles E. Rush, librarian at the Free Public 
Library, St. Joseph, Mo., sends us the following hints: 

The Edison Home Kinetoscope, the marvellous 
little moving picture machine recently put out by 
Thomas A. Edison for use in schools, libraries and 
homes, makes a splendid advertising agent, especially 
for Branch libraries in connection with their story 
hours. This wonderful little machine is both a 
stereopticon and moving picture outfit and acomplete 
equipment costs only about $100. Address, Thomas 
A. Edison, Inc., Orange, New Jersey. 

It will be well for all librarians to investigate the 
little ‘‘Aristocrat of Stereopticons,” manufactured 
by the Victor Animatograph Company, Davenport, 
Iowa, and called “The Victor.” This instrument is 
remarkably simple and economical, it requires no 
special wiring or other equipment and produces 
exceptionally fine pictures from standard lantern 
slides. The outfit costs only about $42.50. 
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Use of Process}Slips, or ‘‘Travelers.”” 


The Public Library of the District of Columbia. 

The following plan for the use of the process slip 
has been put into operation. 

When the book is accessioned the accession number 
and date of accessioning are stamped on the process 
slip, a reproduction of which is here given. The 
slips are about 5 x 3 inches. Space is given on the 
slip for the initials of the boy who perforates the book, 
and of the one who does the “‘extra perforation,” or 
perforation of colored plates, to prevent their being 
removed. 

If the book is to be assigned to a special department, 
as ‘Reference Room”’ or “Children’s Room” the slip 
is so stamped at the top, as a memorandum that the 
book is to be stamped also. Any notes containing 
information of use to the catalog department are also 
written on the slip. As the order card is used for 
the accession record, it is refiled alphabetically in the 
order list after the book has been accessioned, there 
to remain until the book is cataloged and shelf-listed. 
Then it is withdrawn and filed numerically. The 
shelf-lister fills in the author and title of the book on 
the process slip, if a duplicate, and the slip is then 
returned to the order department as a memorandum 
to withdraw the order card and file it numerically. 
The process slip is then destroyed. If the book is a 
new title a copy of the author entry in the catalog 
is sent to the order department as a memorandum. 
In this case the process slip is not needed and can be 
destroyed after the book is cataloged. Although it 
is convenient to have the entries for the various 
processes printed on the slip it has been found that 
a blank slip can be used just as effectively. 





The Cambridge Public Library. 


The Cambridge Public Library uses a slip similar 
to the above about 8 x 2% inches, called the 
“traveler,’’ ruled off into sections which are labeled 
as follows: “Author, title, price, date, examined, 
assigned, accessioned, source, stamped, classified, 
shelf-listed, bulletin slips, cataloged, revised, cut, 
pasted, marked, shelved.’ As soon as a book is 
received one of these travelers is placed in it and 
remains there until the volume has gone through the 
various processes of preparation for the shelves, each 
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person who deals with it placing his initials in the 
proper place. After the book ‘has been “shelved,” 
the slip is returned to the catalog room (a line to 
that effect being printed at bottom) and is there filed 
with others. At the end of each month the slips 
are carefully counted, compared with the record of 
accessions as given in the accessions book, and used 
to one the count of classified accessions for the 
moth. 

This slip was adapted from one in use at the Public 
Library in Washington, D. C

Books will be delivered by parcel post if postage 
and library cards are received with request. Since 
it may be impossible to fill requests immediately, 
please state the limit of time in which the books will 
be of use to you. If.they cannot be supplied within 
that time, postage will be returned. 

Borrower is responsible for books until they are 
received by the library. Books lost in post must 
- for by borrower, as they are mailed at his 
risk. 

Send a card and 6 cents to the library for each book 
desired. If on the shelves, same will be mailed im- 
mediately. If less postage than received is required, 
excess will be returned with book. If additional 
postage is required, slip stating amount due will be 
placed in book pocket and card held until cleared. 
If postage is due, place same in book pocket with post- 
age due slip, when book is returned. If book asked 
for is not on shelf, card and postage will act as a 
reserve, and book will be sent when available. 

In figuring overdue penalties, subtract date book 
is due, as shown by card, from date returned, at 2 
cents per day: viz: date stamped on card 2, date 
returned 5, 3 davs overdue, or 6 cents; or, date 
stamped on card 28 (month of 31 days), date returned 
4, 7 days, 14 cents. Overdue penalty will date from 
time of deposit in post office. When returning over- 
due book, place postage covering penalty in book 
pocket. 

If a card is held for fine or postage, no book will 
be issued on card until cleared. 

To return books to the library by parcel post, books 
must be well wrapped, taken to post office or sub- 
station, prepaid, addressed to Kansas City Public 
Library, Kansas City, Mo., with sender’s name and 
address on package. Printed labels (see sample be- 
low) will be furnished patrons at library. Borrower's 
card must be left in the pocket in the book. Do not 
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seal package, or first class rate will be charged. Do 
not leave package on mail box. If another book 
is desired, enclose list and postage. 

Labels on books delivered by parcel post will show 
amount of postage necessary for their return. If 
not received by parcel post, weigh and use rate given 
on labels furnished by library. 

Books (other than those limited to 4 or 7 days) may 
be reserved and sent by parcel post on deposit of 
library card and sufficient postage to cover carriage. 
If a postal card (or 1 cent additional) is left, the 
patron will be notified on mailing of 

It is desirable that patrons using the parcel post 
send in a list of several titles desired, arranged in 
order of preference. Requests will be filled in order 
of list arrangement. 

Books cannot be sent on telephone request, unless 
the card of the applicant is in the library, together 
with a deposit to cover postage.

SAFE AND SANE MAGAZINES 


The Massachusetts Library Club, “‘viewing 
with strong disapproval the alarming deca- 
dence in tone of many of the leading Ameri- 
can periodicals,’’ appointed a committee to 
report on this matter. Evidently fearing 
that the publication of a list of undesirables 
would defeat the object of the movement, the 
club has adopted the following ‘white list” 
of fifty, dividing it into groups of ten. For 
a library subscribing to but ten periodicals, 
Group one is recommended. If appropria- 
tions will allow of more, Groups two, three, 
and so on are to be added until the needed 
number is reached. A special group of 20 
is added from which may be selected peri- 
odicals on such special subjects as a given 
community may need, supplementing those 
in any group or groups chosen. Here is the 
official list of “‘sheep’’; of course all others 
are not “goats.”” The committee hastens 
to add words to that effect, yet one cannot 
help wondering why certain well-known maga- 
zines are among the missing, and others 
placed as they are in the groups.

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Library Club to promulgate; it will make us 
known in wider fields, and tend to offset the 
obscurity into which you loud-talking, fifteen- 
cent serials, with your garish pictures, have 
thrown us. I almost wish we might have 
another war, so I could again appear with my 
cover embellished with the dear old flag.” 
“Flag or no flag, what ice do you cut, a high- 
brow, non-illustrated monthly,” said Munsey. 
“Why, you have to be ordered in advance west 
of the Hudson River; who ever saw you ona 
news-stand, even if you are number one in 
Group one?” “Yes,” added Review of Re- 
views from Group three, ‘I heard a lady ask 
for Atlantic in Chicago recently, and the news 
clerk after a fruitless search, told her he was 
sorry, but their copy for April must have been 
mislaid or sold.”” ‘‘Whatever is all this dis- 
cussion about?” said Ladies’ Home Journal, 
its Easter bunny-covers standing on tip-toe 
all over the outside of the counter. ‘Oh, 
you’re not among the select either, tabooed 
by order of the Massachusetts Pilgrims” 
said Woman’s Home Companion. Ihave at 
last achieved a place in Group one. You 
poor L. H. J.! to think that Delineator and 
even Modern Priscilla, Boston Cooking School, 
and Hints (whatever that is) are all listed, 
you are not even among the afterthoughts in 
Special List with the American Poultry Jour- 
nal.” ‘‘There’s some grave mistake,’’ cried 
the lady from Philadelphia; “either these 
insignificant sheets have ‘Clubs’ of their 
own, and so have escaped censure, or else 
they are published in Boston, which of course 
is open sesame to any list. You, Woman, may 
have gotten on by aid of your Kewpies, but 
I suspect it was that whale story you pub- 
lished years ago, for the head of the Censor 
Committee is just crazy about whaling. 
You’re no lady, anyway.” ‘‘Friends, friends!’’ 
said Youth's Companion, “don’t make such a 
fuss, we elders who are on the list won’t 
desert you. The Outlook is good in this 
Living Age for any Independent periodical to 
do its share of the World's Work in this 
Nation. Take a Survey, formulate a System, 
the Century is young.” ‘Yes, and I’m —— 
proud of it,”’ said Century, who had been 
listening from its corner near Harper's and 
Scribner's, ‘though I feel hurt that Life 
should have called me a ‘frankfurter’ and a 
‘hot dog’ in its issue of March 19th. I know 
I almost missed a place with the elect on 
account of that white linen story, but I’m 
on all right now, so forget it.” Harper's 
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blushed at such slangy language from her 
near neighbor, and drew her skirts closer 
about her. ‘‘You would think Century was 
one of us to hear her talk,’ said Hearst’s to 
Harper’s Bazar, who was admiring her slit 
skirt and purple wig in the Dramatic Mirror. 
“That giddy old Bazar flirt is getting too 
wild for me,”’ said Good Housekeeping. ‘“‘I 
really believe my acquaintance with her lost 
me a place in the groups.” 

“T’ll wager Life had a jolly struggle to get 
on even after he hid behind me,” said Punch.

I was not known to the 
committee, or else that white slave story 
queered me.”’ “Never mind, Frank, come 
over here with us,”’ said Collier’s and Harper's 
Weekly, ‘‘we think more of our news-stand 
sale than any reading room circulation, 
clamped into stiff covers.

PAUL ERNEST HERVIEU. 


Paul Ernest Hervieu was born Nov. 2, 1857 at Neuilly 
on the Seine. His early education was rather fragmen- 
tary. He graduated in law in 1877 and qualified for 
the diplomatic service. However, he resigned from this 
in 1881 and began to contribute sketches and stories 
to the newspapers and periodicals. He also published 
several novels. In 1890, his first play was produced. 
It was quite evident that it was in the realm of the drama 
that Hervieu was destined to attain his greatest dis- 
tinction, having now attained to a place foremost among 
the exponents of modern French drama.
